here Friday

conference prior to the annual 
dmner of ithe Southeastern 
Pennsy]!va<ria Chapter of 
Americans for Democratac 
Action, said Hoover should be 
replaced because ‘*1here baa 
been too much sameness ki 
the bureau and failure to in- 
clude men of varied back- 
grounds. 

"It (the FBI) has become 
set in ideology, and that’s not 
good,'* be said. 

Hoover, he added, has ren- 
dered "very effective ^and very 
valuaible service" but It haa' 
been at least a decade since 
the FBI has been "reaily 
effective. '* 

Commenting on FBI swrveii- 
lawce of dviban aictiviity, 
Clark saikl such sfpying is *'in- 


compatlble with a free so- 
ciety." But be was quick to 
add that he did not condone 
the theft of the records from 
the Media office of the FBI. 

"But a that's the oedy way 
we can find out what they're 
doing," he said, "it's too late 
already." 

Clark said it was Oongress' 
reoponsihillty to haik such sur- 
veiilaoce. 

* "The representatives oi the 
peopfe have a resq;xMi9ibtlity 
to ievestiigate and set guide- 
lines" for the FBI, he ex- 
plained. 

More than 500 persons at- 
tended the dinner at the 
Bellevue-Staatifoird.
